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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Takahashi et al. in view of Eldridge et al. 

Takahashi et al. teach: 

Re claim 3: 

a first cryptogram the wired logic circuit (col. 2 lines 56-67); 

a second cryptogram having memory cells concerned with the use of the card; 

changing means being the command decoder 20; 

Re claim 9: 

storing means read as memory 100; 

first cryptogram the wired logic circuit (col. 2 lines 56-67); 

Second cryptogram having memory cells concerned with the use of the card; 

changing means being the command decoder 20; 

input means is read as the terminal device when it is being used to initialize the 
card as set forth in col. 4 lines 52-62. 

However Takahashi et al. do not teach a determining means which determines 
whether changes should be made based upon first and second cryptograms. But, 
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Eldridge et al disclose a determining means at 708 and 712 which bases change on an 
internal password. It would be obvious to modify the device in Takahashi et al. to 
include an internal determining device which would obviously need to base its 
determination on the first and second cryptograms because these are the two variables 
in the system which are subject to manipulation. 

The wherein clause is given no weight because there is new structure recited 
therein and hence is deemed merely functional.
